REMARKS 

A new declaration is enclosed. 

The objection to the specification has been satisfied. 

New claim 4 was drafted to overcome the claim objections raised by the Examiner, 
as well as the drawing objections which are now rendered moot. 

On the merits, claim 4 recites, among other things, that unlike the prior art as 
exemplified by U.S. Patent No. 4,81 1,363, the phase correction signal is not calculated according 
to the same algorithm for all decision regions, but that different algorithms are executed by the 
detector for all of the decision regions. The resulting phase correction signal no longer has undesired 
zeroes as in the prior art (Fig. 4). Allowance of claim 4 is respectfully requested.
